Taxation- 

In a former artiolo we gave a hasty 
sketch of the origin and design of the 
Kottd Tax, showing that it was a vol- 
untary tax for specilic local purposes. 
We also showed that under the Gov- 
ernment measure of last session it as- 
sumed the nature of an arbitrary tax for 
general purposes, fthd' that it might, 
therefore,^ to all intents and purposes 
be regarded as a new and additional 
burdsn. ,upon the . people. It seems 
scarcely necessary to point out the va- 
rious oiroumatances which concur in 
rendering extremely oppressive aud 
vexatious any fresh taxation at the pre- 
sent jime;.nor does it appear needful 
tha^wejghould dwell upon the absence 
of any necessity for increasing the bur- 
dens of a struggling people, These 
are self-evident propositions. It is the 
injre immediate object of the present 
article to point out some considerations 
whtcli render the application of these 
ne .V taxes to that part of the country ly- 
in r beyond the Cascades especially 
oppressive. It will bo observed that 
the Dand Act makes a vorj' marked dis- 
tinction between land east and west of 
the Cascade Eange. On the east, 320 
acres constitute an allotment or claim. 
On the west, IfOacres. This difl'erence 
is tlie result of certain local conditions, 
Buob as waste land , and remoteness 
from the principal markets. For these 
and other reasons an acre on this side 
of the Cascadej is estimated to be equi- 
valent to two on the other side. But 
is this difl'erence recognized in the 
lload Tux Act ? Not a bit of it. While 
the allotment on this side payw a year 
lioutl Tax, that on tbe other siJo pays 
$14 iO- Then look at the pastoral inter- 
eats, the chief intereHta beyond the Cas- 
cades at the pre&ent time. The EoadTas 
Act, with womlerful consideration, do- 
man'l!< but two cents an acre for laml held 
under pastoral leasea. But tliis libenility 
is nioro apparent than real, as wo mIuUI 
presently show. Under the provisions 
of the Land Actthe leasee must depasture 
not fewer than five head of cattle to every 
one hundred acres held under lease; but 
this, although tlie statutory niiniraum 
is, » o are led to believe, about the nmxi- 
muiu the grazing lands of the interior will 
on ati average sustain Hero, then, is 
about tifty cents a head per anunm on 
cattle, in the name of liutid Tax; as much 
more in rental; and if the run is not fully 
stocked, probably half as much more in 
Wild Land Tux. Thus it will bo found 
that Pverj' animal will liavo contrihuti'd 
at least live dollars in the shape of direct 
taxation to the G overnment by the time it 
has attained marketable age, — or just 
about treble of the import duty. It will 
be seen, therefore, that, by multiplying 
taxes and charges, our own stock raisers 
are left in a pour condition, indeed, to 
compete with those of a foreign neighbor. 
The domestic article takes four years to 
boconio marketable, and uieauwhilo pays, 
say, five dollars in direct taxation. The 
foreign article pays, say, two dollurs(dur- 
ing the last quarter the average duty at 
thi:!port WiH ijl 72 her head), for admis- 
sion, imd m;ir;;!iGsstraiglit to market with- 
out contributing a stiver towards the Pro- 
vincial reven.ie. Ditrercnce against oar 
ownstook farmers, three dollars in money 
andfonryearsin time. And this is the way 
we encourage home industry! Protect it 
under the Customs Tariff, with the ono 
baud, nnd tax it to death with the other! 
As w"0 stated in a former article, if these 
fresh taxes were accompanied by anything 
in the nature of an equivalent or compon- 
sating advantage, there would be loss 
ground for complaint. Cut, unhappily, 
such is not the cose. The expenditure 
for local and general improvements is 
even mure meagre than formerly All 
that wo have to show for this fresh and 
vexfttiou.s tpxation is a more bloated and, 
it may be aJdod without any injustice, 
lesaeflioient Exeoutivo. jJnt fresh taxation, 
undesirable under any circumstances, 
seoins to bo sin','ularly Dl-timcd just 
now. Looii at tlie condition of the 
country. Look morn OH])ocially at the 
position uf tho faruicru beyond tliu 
Cascades. For tho most part unable 
to in vko botli ends meet, owing to a suc- 
cession of dull seasons,, without a popu- 
lation to consume their accumulating 
8un)ln-< pioduco, to coma suddeiilv down 
upon them with a crushing KoaJTax, and 
a \Vinl ij.iiiil i'.ix, ail. I lu.it wuuiuit doinj.,' 
anything v. liatovor towanls ])utliiig th.iiii 
in a Ijcttor way to iiiu()t thi'so frc-ih do- 
mands, is worse than impolitic, ft is 
absolutely ornel. Were (bis taxation re- 
sorted to as a revenue necessity, or for 
the purpose of carrying out reproiluctivo 
works e.iiciihitiHi to lu'iiotif. the jiopuhi- 
tion taxed, tlie case woii.d bo very ililfer- 
ent. Hut no pi-otensiou to anything of 
tho kind can bo set up in tins iri.itaiice. 
The very moat that can bo urged in excuse 
is that,'a8 the Premier pnt it, "juoro 
Ministers are necessary in order to have 
a strouj^ Government, and largo salaries 
are essential to keeping up tho dignity of 
Ministers," How do the j'cople like a 
"strong" Government nnd "diguiticd" 
Ministers ? A concluding word about 
taxing land. The desire to pile up taxi«s 
on real estate seams to be assuming the 
form of an opidemio, aqd threatens tho 
tho host interests of society. Too de.siro 
is not coiiliiicd to tho Provincial Ijef.^i.s- 
laluro. Municipalities have caught it; 
and the guardians of tho body-politic 
woukl do well to seriously consider if the 
time has not arrived when a remedy 
shoulfl bo applied. Let there be. groat 
caro lost the people of British Columbia 
should be nrndo to rue tho day tlioyaHkod 
for and obtained that form of admiiiisira- 
tion eoinmonly known as Kospon.siblo 
Ciovoriiuuiiit. It promised tlicni relief from 
taxalii>i;. It is inoreusing their burdens. 
It j)ri)uiisod a more ooonomical and etli- 
cienfcailminiitration. It has given them 
tliu most e.vtnivagant and least elBcient 
adniinistration tho country ever hud. The 
fault is certainly not in tho Hysloin. It in 
in the men into wiioso hands tho system 
hbp fallen. But tho remedy lies in tbe 
hands of tbe People. Will they apply it ?

— The steamer Sene- 
gal arrivod in Mersey to-day from Porto, 
m tho west coast of Africa. She brings 
lates from Capo Coast Castle to the 28rd 
June. Thirty thousand AahftnteoB,, were 
encamped within fifteen miles of the town 
and an attack was looked for daily. The 
.English defensive force was small, lio- 
inforceineuts wore on their way to tho 
town, but they wore not expected to 
reaoh'thero before the 5th of this month.

Under the 
present ari-iingcnieiil . if a roaidont farmer 
of New Wi'stminster District wishes to 
buy uuy (d' this land ho will liave to leave 
his work and come to Victoria, and, in 
oonsequencii, his expenses will probably 
more than equal the jirice he would have 
to pay for tiie land. It remains for the 
(leopie of the district of Xew Westuiinster 
and of other districts to convene public 
meetin.gs and at oucb stop such a gliiriuy 
outnigo.

Lo's Oration- 



A very formidable deputation of Si- 
oux Chiefs waited upon Lieutenant- 

orovcriior Morris, of ilnnitoba in coii- 
uectiuiis with tho agrarian interests ot 
that powort'ul nation. Tiie correspon- 
,lcir of tho "Toronto Mail" gives the 
LoUowiug account of it: — "it was a 
atiunge sight to those unaccustomed 
cu aueh "pow-wows," to see the dusky 
-.kinnod subjects of Her Miijesty in nil 
die p ride uiul panoply of their 
j^ala attire, '^itling down to eu^aga lu 
.1 peaceful interview with tho repre- 
ientativo of their "Great Motiier," 
whoso name they are so fond of ineu- 
Liouing, and to whom thoy nlways re- 
fer ill tho most loyal manner. Al 
length , after some time, oiio state- 
ly old chili rose slowly, and approacb- 
ed the Governor, with whom he shook 
bands. Then ho produced for the in- 
spection of His Honour u largo pewter 
luednl, on which appeared tiie name 
and jiortraitof King {jjeorge the Third. 
Aftorthis venerable relic liad been 
lassed rouiul and duly adiuired, the 
Chief ouco more siiook hand bVrith the 
Governor, and spuke, of course 
ihrougli an iutorjirfder, ns follows: — 
■'Tlic sun risos in tlie East and itgoos 
towiird.sthe ^\'cst. The white man 
cjijies troiii tho cast and lie goes with 
thcsun. 'Tlio Bulialo goes til to West 
and ray yoniig men are hungry. So 
we are come to see our Head Chief (i. 
e,,tlie (jiovenior), and to hear his 
words, for we know they are good 
words." 

Tiieu the orator ceased, niul a loud 
"Ugh" was uttered by all bis compan- 
ions, after wliioli, once more shaking 
hands with Hia Honour, he rGf.timod 
his seat with tlie air of one who felt 
that lie hail ably and faithfully diis- 
cliiirgf'd a soloiaii trust ro[iosed in hiin. 
'" Young Sianiliiig liiill'alo" and other 
cliiefs followed, speaking to iiiucli 
the same effect, the groat object of 
the visit being to aseertpin from tho 
(4ovenii)r where the reserve which is 
to be given to them outside tlie Pro- 
vince will b(j siliialcil, and to find out.

Municipal By-Law to define the duties and fix the 
remuneration of the Cleric of the Municipal 
Council, and Cierlcof the Police Court. 

Bk it enaoteu by the Mayor and Council of tho Corporation of the 
City of Victoria an follows : 

1. It sliiill bo the duty of the Clerk of tho Municipal Council of 
this Corporation; 

(a) To couveno all special meetings of the Municipal Council : 

(b) To attend all meetings of the Municipal Council, whether regulaf 
^ ■ or apecial, and take and enter proper minutes of the proceedings o 

all such meetings, and prepare and draw up in proper form all re- 
solutions proposed or suggested at nnr Buch meeting. 

(0) To give the necessary and proper notices to the Councillors of all 
meetings of the Municipal Council except regular adjourned meet- 
ings, and to state in such notices the subject matter of the business 
for which the nieoting is called: 

(d) To conduct all tlie corrospondenco of tlie Municipal Council sub- 
ject to iho control and (liroction of the Mayor and Ci,uiieil; 

(e) To prepare and complotn all »ueh agreements and contracts be- 
tween the Corporation and any person or persons, body or bodies 
oorpbmtef BS may from time to time be required, and all bunds and 
securities to be required by any officer of or contractor with the 
Corporation : 

(f) To prosecute or defend, under the direction of the Mayor and 
Council, all actions, suits and proceedings by. or against the Cor- 
poration or in any manner affecting the property or rights of the 
Corporation: 

(g) To keep proper books of accounts and records of the transactions, 
'receipts, payments, and property of tlio Corporation in such man- 
ner and form as sba'U from time to time be required by the Finance 
Committee of tlie TvIuuiLipal Council. 

(h) To do and perform ail such other acts and duties as are imposed 
upon him by any of the acts, ordinances or by-laws now in lorcd'or 

, -which may properly be included in or relate to the duties of tho 
Clerk of tLe Municipal Council of the Coi-poration: 

(1) To give and e.Kecute to the Corporation foiih'with, and from time 
. to time, such security by way of bond or bonds for the true and 

faithful performance of liis duties as herein defined as shall be re- 
quired and approved by the Mayor and Council. 

2. The renumeraliou of such Clerk of the Municipal Council for 
the true and faithful performance of the duties hereinbefore defin- 
ed shall be at the rate of $1080 per annum. 

Duties of the Clerk of the Police Court. 

3. It shall bo the duty of tho Clerk of tlie Police Couit for the 
City of Victoria : 

(a^ To take down and enter in the Charge Book all charges preferred
